WARSAW (AP) — Winding 
up his current schedule of sum­ 
mitry, President Nixon came to 
Warsaw today to discuss trade 
and economic assistance with

'The President and Mrs. Nix­ 
on flew back to the Soviet Bloc 
after a state1 visit of nearly 24 
hours in Tehran that included1 
talks with the Shah of Iran and 
a glittering imperial banquet 
amid a rash of small bombings 
which the White House said 
was not aimed at the President. 
After their two-day visit, the 
Nixons fly home to Washington 
Thursday.

outside Warsaw. 
Security around the baroque 
palace has been stepped up. 
The bombs killed one Iranian 
woman and broke both legs of 
a U.S. Air Force general, and 
one exploded near a royal tomb 
before Nixon got there to place 
a wreath. But White House 
press secretary Ronald L. Zieg­ 
ler said there was “no In­ 
dication whatsoever that the 
acta were aimed at the 'life of 
the President or members of 
his party.” 
The Iranian police blamed 
the bombs on local Marxist 
guerrillas who have been wag­ 
ing a bomb and bullet cam­ 
paign against the Shah’s re­ 
gime 
for 
two 
years. 
Iraqi 
broadcasts from Baghdad have 
been urging them to disrupt 
Nixon’s visit. 
Nixon’s trip to the tomb of 
Reza Shah, the father of Iran’s 
present ruler, was delayed 45 
minutes by the bomb 'that ex­ 
ploded just outside the 10-foot 
wall around the tomb. The 
'bomb did little damage, and 
Nixon appeared unruffled as he 
placed a wreath on the tomb. 
The most serious explosion 
was set off by the car of Brig. 
Gen. Harold L. Price as he was 
riding in a Tehran suburb. The 
device planted in the roadway 
killed an Iranian woman stand­ 
ing nearby and broke both the 
general’s legs.

SAO PAULO, Brazil (AP) - 
Brazilian 
authorities 
turned 
over $250,000 and three para­ 
chutes demanded by a hijacker, 
got the other 85 passengers and 
crew members off the Brazilian 
airliner and then recaptured 
the plane Tuesday night. 
As troops flooded the four-en­ 
gine turbo-prop Electra with 
tear gas, the hijacker killed 
himself with a bullet through 
his. head. He was a stocky, 
dark-complexioned 
man 
who 
spoke with the accent of north­ 
east Braz.il... 
Nobody else was hurt, and 
the money was recovered. 
Armed with a small pistol, 
the 
hijacker 
had 
command­ 
eered the Varig Airlines plane 
on a flight from Sao Paulo to 
Curitiba, 250 miles to the south. 
The gunman forced the pilot to 
fly back to Sao Paulo where he 
made his demands known. 
He wanted 1.5 million cru­ 
zeiros and three parachutes. He 
also demanded that the plane 
be refueled and allowed to take 
off again for an undisclosed, 
destination,. 
In. 
exchange 
he 
promised, to free the passengers 
and all but three of the crew. 
Pilot Celso Caldera, carrying 
out the hijacker’s orders, told 
the control tower that three 
men had taken over the plane. 
But he said he was able to 
communicate the true situation 
through a predetermined code. 
The money, was taken to the 
plane shortly after 10 p.m. A 
few minutes later the passen­ 
gers began leading the aircraft. 
When the passengers and the 
rest' of the crew were safely 
out, the three remaining crew 
members shoved the hijacker 
into the passenger cabin and 
locked the door. They jumped 
out of the cockpit. 
Troops who had surrounded 
the plane began piping tear gas 
into it through the air condi­ 
tioning system. Brig. Delio de 
Mattos, commander of the 4th 
Air Force Zone, said the man 
was found dead with a bullet 
wound in the head from the pis­ 
tol he carried.

Hears Report Of 
Co. Sanitarian 


In a lengthy meeting Tues­ 
day night the Rush County 
Board of Health heard reports 
from Sanitarian William Mor­ 
gan. 
Of particular interest were the 
inspection reports on restaurants 
where improvements were not­ 
ed in some cases since previ­ 
ous inspections, but where no 
progress was noted in others. 
Also of concern was the care­ 
lessness on the part of some 
persons in placing trash in the 
receptacles located about the 
county. 
Receptacles are designed for 
garbage and light trash, such 
as paper, bottles, cans and 
leaves. Heavy metal objects and 
chunks of wood, cause serious 
damage to compactor equip­ 
ment. Water heaters, mattress­ 
es, bed springs and other heavy 
objects are not to be left at the 
public dumping places in the 
county, but are to be taken to 
the Caldwell dumping area lo­ 
cated two miles northwest of 
Morristown, one mile west of 
Morristown on U. S. 52 and one 
mile north. 
Health Officer Frank H. Green 
however, pointed out that most 
people are cooperating in clean­ 
ing up the area and that there 
is noticeable improvement in 
the appearance of the country­ 
side., He said there is little il­ 
legal dumping now', but warned 
of penalties and fines for lit­ 
tering, even around the recep­ 
tacles.

Shoe Prices 
Will Go Up 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Shoe 
prices are going up, but not as 
much as first feared. 
The Price Commission Tues­ 
day ruled that shoe companies 
could only pass on to con­ 
sumers a dollar-for-dollar in­ 
crease in the price of leather. 
The companies had asked for 
up to 9.7 per cent price in­ 
creases. 
The largest increase granted 
was 6.03 per cent to Inte reo 
Inc., through International Shoe1 
Co. and its Florsheim Division. 
Most of the allowed increases 
were in the 3 per cent range or 
lower. 
Since last November, when 
President Nixon’s Phase 2 eco­ 
nomic controls were launched, 
the price of leather has dou­ 
bled. 


Israel Blames Arabs For 
Airport Massacre Of 22 


TEL AVIV (AP) - Premier 
Golda Meir. blasting Cairo and 
Beirut for “rejoicing,” told the 
Israeli parliament today that 
Arab states will be held respon­ 
sible for Tuesday night’s mas­ 
sacre at Israel’s international 
airport... At least. 22 persons 
were killed and more than 70' 
were wounded in the shooting. 
The 74-year-old leader, her 
voice 
trembling 
with 
anger, 
also censured world govern­ 
ments for lax airport security 
and said the massacre by three 
young Japanese terrorists hired 
by a Palestine guerrilla move­ 
ment could “easily have been 
prevented.” 
France, on whose national 
airline 
the 
gunmen 
arrived, 
condemned the terror attack by 
the submachine gun-and gre­ 
nade-wielding Japanese. 
Travelers, relatives, bystand­ 
ers 
and 
employes 
at 
the 
crowded airport were hit dur­ 
ing the wild fusillade of gunfire 
and explosions loosed by three 
gunmen who disembarked from 
a Paris-Rome-Tel Aviv flight, 
pulled weapons from their bag­ 
gage and started shooting. 
A police superintendent said 
22 were killed and 70 injured. 
But officials at hospitals where 
the bodies were taken said the 
death toll was 25, and wounded 
totaled more than 70. 
After firing indiscriminately 
into the crowd, one of the ter­ 
rorists 
shot up two parked 
planes, then blew himself up 
with a hand grenade. A second 
was killed by bullets fired by 
his comrades, and the third 
was captured alive after trying 
unsuccessfully to blow up a 
plane, police said. 
The dead included at least 13 
Puerto Ricans passing through 
the airport on a pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem and Prof. Aharon 
Katzir, former president of the 
Israel Academy of Sciences and 
head of the International Union 
oi Pure and Applied Biophy­ 
sics. 
A 3-year-old girl was among 
the dead. 
Among those who escaped in­ 
jury were Carol Golden of New 
York, arriving for a vacation, 
and her brother Tom, who lives 
in Israel with their mother. A 
bullet 
gouged 
the 
mother’s 
knee, but she was not hurt se­ 
riously. 
“Are you kidding?” said Miss 
Golden when asked if she would 
stay for the month she had 
planned. “I’m getting out of 
here as soon as I can.” 
The 10-minute attack turned 
the customs hall and waiting 
room into a shambles of blood, 
human flesh, broken glass and 
parts of suitcases and bodies. 
“It looked like a slaughter­ 
house,” said one witness.

In Tokyo, the Japanese For­ 
eign Ministry said it would 
send a special investigator to 
Tel Aviv. The ministry said it 
was informed by Israel that the

identified

Ken Torio and Jiro Sugisaki, 
both 23, and Daisuke Namba, 
22. 
Japanese police said their 
lists of leftist radicals did not 
include the three. The captured 
man reportedly said he be­ 
longed to the Red Star Army.

The word is being passed along Main 
Street, “Well the Sesquicentennial has 
come and gone. It’s all over for another 
50 years!” 
That is not really the way it is. The 
last week was only the preliminary. The 
Sesquicentennial goes on until January 
first, 1973, and it is hoped that the 
Homer Festival, the Annual meeting of 
the Pioneer Engineers, and the Rush 
County Fair will all use the Sesquicen­ 
tennial as its theme. 


This past week, farmers have been on 
tractors night and day planting corn and 
soybeans, students have been in the 
midst of final exams, and many have at­ 
tended college festivities, so. if you are 
one who missed the formal week of fes­ 
tivities, such future arrangements will 
give you a chance to review* the past and 
realize that Rush County has come a long 
way. 


Those of us who wrote for the Histori­ 
cal Booklet found that there is nothing 
written on Rush vil le since 1922. The 1940 
edition of the Rushville Republican did 
an excellent job of waiting when it ob­ 
served its anniversary in 1940, but news­ 
print fades, and paper which is not 
bound m a hard back cover becomes 
brittle. While enthusiasm is high, it is 
hoped that it will be possible to work out 
some way to finance a book or books 
which will give historians a chance to see 
Rushville as it is now and has been for 
the past 50 years. 
The Gary-Thomas History was in tyfb 
volumes, and was almost a Bibie for 
those writing for the 1972 Booklet. The 
first volume was on industry, clubs, 
churches, businesses, agriculture, etc. 
The second volume was filled with photo­ 
graphs and biographies. The biographies 
have been a source of accurate informa­ 
tion about the education, interests, and 
activities of residents, whether they be 
bricklayers, farmers, carpenters, or busi­ 
ness men. The biographies have been 
used by attorneys to establish family re­ 
lationship in settling estates and claims. 
Such a reference is invaluable, and 
should be preserved. 
The week of the County Fair would be 
an excellent time to honor men of the 
county who have achieved. The event 
could be planned to honor not only farm­ 
ers who have won state and international 
awards (such as our corn king), but in­ 
dustries which have brought prosperity 
to our county, professional people, who 
have been recognized for state office, or 
for achievement. Such an event could 
recognize our high school graduates who 
have made their mark in business, in­ 
dustry, agriculture, or the professions. 
Such an undertaking would take much 
planning, but it also might bring many 
surprises as to how many people of re­ 
nown are Rush County natives, It would 
also rocegnize those who choose to stay 
in Rush County, but who have talents 
which would have brought them national 
prominence had they chosen to leave our 
county.

Since this should be of interest to 
local horse lovers, we are reprinting the 
article as follows: — Reference was made 
in the last “Twigs” of county fair races 
when “Buck” Dickerson, of this county, 
and Jim Wilson, of Rush County, were 
rivals from about 1875 to 1890. Since 
then we have read in the Standard files 
of the burning of Wilson’s training barn 
and eleven fast trotters were lost on 
August 19, 1879. Four horses were saved 
from the fire. The 11 horses were valued 
at $16.700. Siddie Mauzy was valued at 
$2,000; Bay Sallie at $1,500; Donald 
Smith at $2,000; and Lucy Mattock at 
$2,500. Seven buggies, three sulkies, 600 
bushels of oats, 00 tons of hay, $500 of 
harness and $400 in blankets were lost. 
Total loss, $20,000. The Wilson farm, lo­ 
cated 4V2 miles southeast of Rushville, 
had a three-quarter-mile track and fine 
buildings. Wilsons’ sons, Samp and Dick, 
kept up the racing game for many years.

During July

50 will be inducted during July, 
Selective Service announced to­ 
day.

This raised the callup lottery 
ceiling from Nos. 1 through 35 
set for the 9,000 man callup for 
June. 
The July call will bring the 
total called so far in 1.972 to 
22,200. The Defense Department 
has announced that 50,000 men 
will be drafted this year, rough­ 
ly half the 98,000 drafted last 
year. 
Acting Draft Director Byron 
Pepitone’s instructions to state 
headquarters and local boards 
affects primarily men who are 
in the first priority selection 
group born in 1952 who are 
classified 1A, 1AO and.

A 1A is a man available for 
military service. A 1AO is a 
conscientious objector willing to 
go into the military for non­ 
combat duty. A 10 is a con­ 
scientious objector who must 
serve compensating duty in a 
civilian role.

school and receive induction or­ 
ders may have their induction 
postponed until the end. of the

The August draft call is ex­ 
pected to be higher than the 7,- 
290 July total—about the same 
as the 9,009 June callup, Selec­ 
tive Service, said. How high 
this will push the lottery callup 
ceiling will be announced in 
mid-June.

House, By 226-105 Vote, Passes

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
House, over claims of liberals 
that it is ushering in “a new 
era 
of 
McCarthyism,"

passed a bill conservatives call 
vital to' help the government 
protect itself against subver­ 
sives.

Don Edwards, D-Calif.t claimed 
this is so vague that freedom of 
speech and association would 
be chilled. They also claimed 
the bill delegates power to' the 
president without setting proper 
standards and rules. 
But backers, glided by Rep. 
John M. Ashbrook, R-Ohio, con­ 
tended the legslation would ef­ 
fectively help the government 
upgrade its efforts to protect 
itself from modern sources of 
subversion. 


The bill also gives the hoard 
the subpoena power and author- 
ty to go to court to enforce its 
orders. The legslation is styled 
along President Nixon’s execu­ 
tive 
order 
last 
year 
which 
sought to make the board the 
agency 
to 
determine 
who 
should go on the attorney gen­ 
eral’s list of subversive organ­ 
izations. 
Nixon’s directive was chal­ 
lenged later in court. Although 
a judge dismissed the suit, he 
indicated he would set the or­ 
der aside for vagueness if en­ 
forcement were attempted.

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Humphrey Apologizes For Saying 
Tax Plan Makes McGovern ‘A Fool’ 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Sen. 
Í Hubert H. Humphrey has apolo­ 
gized 
for 
saying 
that 
Sen. 
George McGovern’s tax plan 
made the South Dakotan “a 
fool,” and both of the candi­ 
dates have rejected any possi­ 
bility of having Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace as a running 
mate. 
The tone of the second tele­ 
vised confrontation between the 
two frontrunners for the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination 
was milder than their first en­ 
counter. It focused largely on 
McGovern’s tax and defense 
proposals. 
Early in Tuesday night’s de­ 
bate, Humphrey apologized for 
having 
suggested Sunday 
in 
Fresno, Calif., that McGovern 
would be a fool to propose what 
the 
Minnesotan termed 
con­ 
fiscatory tax proposals. 
The Minnesotan said, “That's 
unfortunate language 
and 
a 
man makes a mistake.” He de­ 
scribed McGovern as a fine 
man. 
Both men appeared inhibited 
by the program format, which 
called for them to answer ques­ 
tions from four newsmen under 
limits that barred the free- 
swinging exchanges of their 
first session Sunday night. 
Humphrey, whose first reac­ 
tion was an objection to the for­ 
mat, said the meetings with 
McGovern are “having a won­ 
derful effect” on his effort to 
beat McGovern in next Tues­ 
day’s California primary. “It’s 
like vitamins,” the Minnesota 
senator declared. 
Asked about the fact that 
q u e s t i o n i n g centered on 
McGovern’s proposals, Humph­ 
rey said, “That’s probably be­ 
cause he has more printed up.” 
He said be was surprised there 
wasn't more questioning on his 
urban and environmental .pro­ 
posals. 
At the outset of the special 
one-hour 
version 
of 
NBC’s 
“Meet the Press,” both candi­ 
dates rejected Wallace as a 
possible vice presidential run­ 
ning mate while indicating they 
would 
support whichever of 


them 
wins 
the 
Democratic 
nomination. 
Humphrey displayed a less 
aggressive style, apparently re­ 
flecting fears by advisers he 
had been too strident Sunday 
night, but continued to assail 
McGovern’s 
“income 
supple­ 
ment” plan, his tax reform pro­ 
posals and his call for a $32 bil­ 
lion cut in defense spending. 
McGovern defended his pro­ 
posal for a 77 per cent tax on 
inheritances over $500,000, said 
a pledge to keep California air 
bases open doesn’t conflict with 
his 
defense 
proposals, 
and 
noted that even families who 
would pay some more taxes for 
his “income supplement” plan 
would get substantial property 
tax relief. 
He rejected a questioner’s 
suggestion that his proposals 
were too far-reaching to win 
congressional approval and, in 
a closing statement, said his 
proposals “only seem radical to 
people who are so wedded to 
the past.” 


Culver Now 
Enrolling Girls 


CULVER. Ind. (AP) — Nine 
months ago the Culver Military 
Academy was all male, but 
now the institution is going all 
out for the girls. 
Officials announced Tuesday 
they will break ground Satur­ 
day for a $550,000 girls dormito­ 
ry to be completed by Septem­ 
ber 1973. It will have 24 rooms 
for girls plus faculty areas. 
The senior class, all males, 
have 
founded 
an 
endowed 
scholarship fund for the Culver 
Academy for Girts as their 
class gift. 
When the school decided to 
admit girls last September, it 
did so by establishing the Cul­ 
ver Academy for Girls on the 
same grounds as the military 
academy but under a separate 
name. 
Now the school has 101 girls 
and more than 600 male cadets.

Testimony began Tuesday be­ 
fore Judge Robert A. Grant 
with six present and former in- 
m a t e s 
describing 
alleged 
abuses at the Plainfield facility. 
Daniel Roberts, 17, of South 
Bend, one of the plaintiffs, told 
the court he was retained in so­ 
litary confinement in a small 
room he called “the cage” for 
70 days. Roberts said he was 
shackled to a bed in the room 
after 30 days and tried to slash 
his wrist after 50 days con­ 
finement. 
He testified he was treated at 
a hospital and returned to the 
cell until he ripped out the 
stitches. 
Another youth, Edward Rob­ 
erts, 15, of Indianapolis, said he 
was confined to the same room, 
which he said was only six feet 
by 10 feet and paddled several 
times until he bled. 
The suit names State Correc­ 
tions Commissioner Robert P. 
Heyne, Robert Hardin, head of 
the Indiana Youth Authority, 
and Indiana Boys School Supt 
Alfred Bennet as defendants.

Colleg es Assailed In Report

WASHINGTON (AP) - Agri­ 
cultural research at land-grant 
colleges 
and 
universities 
is 
serving the corporate board­ 
room at the expense of dis­ 
placed farm workers and con­ 
sumer needs, a public-interest 
study report said today. 


The study entitled “Hard To­ 
matoes, Hard Times” was pre­ 
pared by the Agribusiness Ac­ 
countability Project, a Ralph 
Nader spinoff organization. 
It said thousands of hours of 
federally financed research had 
produced mechanical efficiency 
on big farms around the coun­ 
try. But improving rural, hous­ 
ing, producing foods free of tox­ 
ic residues and finding ways of 
relieving poverty 
among mi­ 
grant workers were mostly ig­ 
nored, it said... 
In housing, for example, the 
report said “the major share of 
the research was not directed 
to 
thousands 
who 
live 
in 
houses but to those who profit 
from 
their 
construction 
and 
maintenance.” 


Researchers 
In 
consultation 
with big farm, interests found 
ways to grow hard tomatoes 
which won’t be damaged by 
mechanical pickers and stubby 
apple trees low enough to the 
ground so the fruit falls unda­ 
maged into automated catch­ 
ers, the report found. 


Meanwhile, ways of employ­ 
ing displaced migrant workers 
were ignored, it said. 
While methods were found to 
provide millions of gallons of 
water to fruit and vegetable 
canning factories, the report 
said. 30,000 rural communities 
go without central water sys­ 
tems for their inhabitants.

“It is the finding of 
the task force that land-grant 
college research is not the bar­ 
gain that has been advertised.” 
“The focus of agricultural re­ 
search is warped by the land- 
grant community’s fascination, 
with 
technology, 
integrated 
food processes and the like,” it 
said. 
■The study called for an audit 
of the land-grant system by the 
General Accounting Office, an 
end 
to 
alleged 
racial

crimination it said permeated 
the system, legislation to prohi­ 
bit land-grant officials from re­ 
ceiving

The study, released today by 
a Senate Labor subcom m ittee, 
found th at four active coal re­ 
fuse dam s which im pound w a­ 
te r are: unsafe because of slid­ 
ing stability; subject to failure 
due to uncontrolled seepage; or 
bave had som e form of failure 
in the past. 
“ If the dam s studied are ac­ 
cepted 
as 
representative 
of 
those in coal mining areas, m a­ 
jor changes in construction and 
operation are necessary for the 
entire industry's refuse dam s 
and im poundm ents,” the sub­ 
com m ittee’s study reported. 
“ Sim ilarly,” it said, “ m ajor 
construction 
is 
necessary 
to 
m ake those in existence safe.” 
Should owners fail to take ac­ 
tions the subcom m itle recom ­ 
m ended 
that 
the 
appropriate 
agency breach the dam , leave 
it in a safe condition, and pro­ 
hibit further im poundm ent of 
w'ater at the site.

is 
in­ 
vestigating the collapse of such 
a refuse dam on Buffalo Creek, 
near Laredo, W. Va., Feb. 26, 
with the loss of at least 118 
lives.
